Subject: Approve an ordinance to annex the Hollow at Slaughter Creek Annexation Area for full purposes 
(Approximately 42 acres in Travis County south of Slaughter Lane approximately 270 feet west of the 
intersection of Bilbrook Place and Genoa Drive).

Prior Council Action: Public hearings were held on October 16, 2008 and October 23, 2008.  

 
 
The Hollow at Slaughter Creek Annexation Area (approximately 42 acres) is located in Travis County 
south of Slaughter Lane approximately 270 feet west of the intersection of Bilbrook Place and Genoa 
Drive.  This area is currently in the city’s ETJ and is adjacent to the city’s full purpose jurisdiction on the 
north and east sides.  This area is currently undeveloped and includes the proposed Hollow at Slaughter 
Creek Subdivision (C8J-06-0124.01.1A), a 134 unit small lot single-family residential subdivision.
